Everard, Rifleman. Acrobat, Botanist and Other 
Good Horses Latest Acquisitions. 

Montreal, Quo., June 21. — Harry N. Price of 
IVasIiington has donattnl tiie four-year-old black 
stallion, Everard, to tlie Canadian National Bureau 
of Breeding. Everard is a handsome thoronghbrc.I 
and royally bred, being by Aldinc, a son of the 
•uibeaten Sit. Simon, premia sire of England for 
nine years. Everard is a relative In bloo<l to Min- 
oru. winner of this year's Derby, his dam. Mabel 
<rOr. being a daughter of Waterlevel. by Isonomy, 
whleh ranks second only to St. Simon as a sire In 
Engl4iHl. Tile dam of Waterlevel was Water Lily, 
by Lord Lyon, winner of the Triple Crown. 

Everard is a well-built horse, about 13.3i. of flue 
iiroportion and good bone. He is a typical bureau 
type, and a horse whloli should leave behind him 
srreat cavalry and saddle horses when mated with 
i!ood cold-blooded mares. 

A lioard of goremors has been organized for the 
Imreau, with Major George W. Stephens of Mon- 
treal as chairman. 

Tlie board, though not yet completed, is one of 
the strongest Isalles of prominent men which ever 
got liehind the tireedlng Imliistry anywhere. So far 
it Is composed of the following:

Tlie twiard will meet at least once a year to ro- 
vvivc the annual report of the work of the bureau, 
and its mcmliers are Invited at all times to make 
suggestions to tlic dlr»a-tors concerning the policy 
and the udvanciaiicnt of a plan wiilch. is now ap- 
provtsl on liotb sides of the Atlantic and known 
around tlie ■world. 

Tliaiiks to ttie generosity of the horse owners and 
breeders of the thoroughbred, and to the hard work 
of the men Identified with tilie bureau, the pnre- 
blooik'd horse has now lieen distriliuted in Canada 
from Ht. John. New Brunswick, on the Atlantic 
sealioard, to Bruce Mines, in western Ontario, and 
a snfflcieiit number of magnificent stallions are al- 
ready amuigo<l for to make a showing in Manitoba. 
Saskatchewan, .\lherta and British Coliimliia. It 
is estimated that the bureau has placed already over 
8100,000 worth of horses with Canadian farmers 
f<»r service with cold-blooded mares, and no matter 
where one looks now — in the maritime proylnces, 
around ttie Saguenay, near old Qhebec. in the Otta-

These arc men who. for the most part, knew 
iwithlng about the thoroughbred a year ago, and 
,-^vd Ipss. 

4Viorsc lovers, without regard to their nationality, 
have their shoulders to the bureau wheel. Not long 
ago a iHirsc was donateil h.v a resident of Ireland, 
tto recently as yesterday- tliree tlioronghbreds were 
liromised by Canadian owners, ami the Americans 
have placed Canada in the position of lielng the 
<mly country wiiich ever received foreign thorough- 
breds by donation. 

In a few days a list of new arrivals in the bureau 
will be piildlshed. and it will tlien be si'en that tlie 
organization has reason to Iiope tliat It will reach 
the Pacific coast in a practiial way before Christ- 
mas. Tbat the class of horses is being kept higli 
Is sliown by the fact that among the latest acquisi- 
tions are Rifleman, .tcrohat. Botanist. Re<I Eye. 
Atthes and. expi'Ctantly. Semper Ego. togetiicr with 
other horses of less fame, but stout animals, never- 
theless. Nearly twenty otlier horses have been 
firoDiised to tlie bureau for deliver.v after the pres- 
ent racing season. Including S<*hroeder’s Midway. 
Patriot, llolselier. King Coie. Kirkfield. Confessor 
and Cobmosa. Tliere are also many owners and 
breeders in Canada. New York, Kentucky. Tennes- 
see. Maryland and Virginia wiio have nromised 
horses, ami Jiave akked for time to decide as to 
wdiat horse to send. Tlie bureau has caused the 
greatest revolution ever seen in the horse-breeding 
imlustry since France formed Its peerless bureau, 
wiiicli. starting a quarter of a century ago. now 
lt*ads the world with 234 stallions, and brings from 
three to four millions of dollars to the pockets of 
tlie From-h breeders and farmers every year. Ger- 
many lias been engaged at bureau work for thirty- 
one years amt has now 101 state-owned stallions. 
That the Canadian bureau will probably beat that 
total before 'the close of 1910 shows the tremendous 
speed with which the work is advancing. 

EXCITING EPISODE ON FRENCH TRACK. 

I*aris. France. June 21. — .\n oeeurrenee mipreee- 
dented in Freneli turf history almost prevented the 
rniiniiig of the Grand Stecpleehase of Paris yesti-rday 
at tlie Autonil course. The meeting was disorganized 
and a wrioiis riot took place, in which several per- 
sons were injured and man.v arrests were mane. 

Iiispirisl and aided, it is stated, by Pataud and 
other revolutloiiar.v labor leaders, forty militant 
members of the Stable Boys’ Union, armed with 
levolvers, amliuslied the vans conve.ving the horses 
from Maisons-I-aflitte. their training quarters, cut 
the traces and forced them liaek to the stables. 
Among them were several American horses. 

A magistrate and a force of police set off In 
automobiles to the scene of the trouble and suc- 
ceeded in putting the stable boys to flight and rescu- 
ing the racers. 

The first race was more tluiii two houi-s after the 
scliedidi-d time, and tlie crowds, already exasperate«l 
from waiting, became yiolent when a single horse 
presented itself for a walk-over. Jocke.v and horse 
were forced to lioat a hasty retreat to the paddock. 

The second race was for army oflicers. riding their 
own liorses. For some reason or otlier the crowds 
l(e<-aiiie frenzied wlien several oflicers cantered out 
tor the start. The oflicials were polteil with missiles 
of various kinds and two were severely injured. Tlie 
barriers guarding tlie course were broken down and 
limidreds of men crowded the track, several of tliem 
lieing ridden down aud injured by the wildly excited 
horses. 

.\bout the same time, the liooths and liedges were 
set oil Are, tint fortunately re-lnforcements of police, 
triMips and firemen, wlio had been hastil.v summoned, 
arrived in time to clear the track and extinguish 
the flames. The police made a large number of 
arrests, and the remainder of the program was 
carried out in comparative quiet. 

The trouble was the sequel of a meeting at which 
the stable boys voted to use all means, including 
striking, to obtain satisfaction of their claims. 

The Stable Bovs’ Union mot again last night. 
One speaker declared that If the boys’ demands were 
not granted by next Siinda.y. the Grand Prix might 
fliid Itsidf transformed Into an obstacle race. Most 
of the stable boys are English and expulsion war- 
rants are likely to flourish if the participants can 
he identified.

a hurdle race at one mile and three-quarters. It Is 
estimated that the im-ident at the Auteuil course 
yesterday caused a loss of $300.(8)0 to the betting 
machines.
